| WASHINGTON, Jan. 28,—Henry

States Senate. As a spendthrift Henry 


Ford had him distanced when seeking 
to pull down the Michigan senator- 
ship, according to Newberry. 

It has become evident there will 
be an immediate investigation of the 
senatorial election in«Michigan. This 
has been urged by the Democrats 
|and opposed by the Republicans. A 
report directing an inquiry was fa- 
vorably reported by Senator Pomer- 
ene yesterday afterncon. He request- 
ed immediate reference to the Com- 
mittee on Contingent Expenses, 
which must authorize the expendi- 
ture of money before being made. 
Senator Lodge contended the report 
must go over a day under the rules. 
The presiding officer ruled Lodge out 
of order. He appealed from the de-. 
'cision and the chair was sustained by 
a vote of 37 to 26. The division was 
along party lines. An early return 
from the committee is expected and 
it is intended to begin the investiga- 
tion at the earliest possible time. 

Statement From Newberry. 

After the report had been re- 
ferred, as suggested by Pomerene, a 
communication was presented by 
Senator Townsend on behalf of 
Newberry. It was addressed alike 
| to the Senate and the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections. The docu- 
ment was signed by an attorney, in 
fact, for Newberry. 

This is the first time Newberry has 
formally replied to complaints lodged 
with the Senate against his election 
as Senator from Michigan. ,.

Biennial Result in Contrast to For- 
mer Labor System Deficit 
of $500,000.

shows that net profit from the opera- 
tion of prison industries for the last | 
biennial period was $8148.89, and, 
that a reserve fund of $30,221,30 has/ 
been set aside. , | 

The record was made under op-' 
eration of the prison reform law, en-, 
acted two years ago, in striking con-j| 
trast with that under the old con- 
tract labor system of a deficit of ap- 
proximately $600,000 for each bien- 
nial period. 

The report shows that the stafute 
requiring payment of 5 per céff s of 
each convict’s earnings to him or his 
which had been ignored for 
years, is now being complied with, | 
and that $25,647.45 was paid to| 
prisoners or their families during 
the biennal period just closed. 

The report shows that the cost of 
operation in 1917 was $65,471.63 and 
in 1918 652,558.44.
